Hunt and Hennettare central to it, howev r, and if I do not have some oi what has 
been published, I do have what has not been and I an in a position to . any it further. 

Two of the several are these, and please keep tliis entirely to yourself. There is a 
pr iiaa. facie case that U unt's path and mine crossed years ago, with hurt to me. H is 
possible I may bo able to take tliis to court, which would be a better than average^ 
forum. The first lawyer I spoke to says there is enough for a case but he hadn t time. 

I'm waiting to hear from a other, also, the Cubans are now, temporarily, only an hour 
from here and are growing disenchanted. I may try to interview them. A hus I may bo able 
to do what neither your writing nor mine can. A book can reach only so many people. Ditto 
for an article in the iw eolist. I think IJiavo carried my Hunt work far £ast anytliing tliat 
has a prospect of having been published and certainly past anything 1 have seen. Therefore, 
anything that lias the prospect of advancing it can bo fruitful for all oi us.

Whatoa» e Se means by "hobody's over lain by 
the top dogs " is a idghly-exuggerato representation of hunt's position-ever- and most 
of all it that time, when' he was on the skids, he made a Godawful mess of ids role In 
the ^ay of ‘igs and he committed what, for a spook, are unpardonable sins, aside from 
all of tids, lie actively fought Agency and national policy, had it not been desired to 
keep all of it inside the family, he'd have been bounced then. As I understand it, 
McCord's was, essentially, an inside job.

I'm not talking about the libellous, either. lay worry is how we 
can got people to believe us if we have so much stuff kicking back in our faces, if wo 
have no credibility. 

There is nothing you or I con now do about tids. I merely explain .the reason 
for- my raising the question. The nest persuasive person I know is a former fink who 
led me to some excellent and unknown stuff, criminality by the UG, ]put whose word I'd 
not take without checking because I know tids persuasive person can $ distinguish 
fiction and reality, iaxd I would not take the untested and unchekeS word even after 
everything I took the time to check out did check out. 

Go, pull the corset-strings tight, into a brace, and I stand with you looping it 
does not mean trouble, auid if tids seems a bit paranoid to you, I remind you that be±'ox-e 
moot critics were bom I was dealing with such things and people and that I was once in 
the spookery, when it was a different world and when being there wa3 to fight fascism.
